DERAILMENT 

Hampton Subway apologizes to all straphangers 
for the lengthy 16-hour delay on the system 
Wednesday beginning at 4:22 p.m. A Hampton 
Subway train derailed rounding the sharp 
turn at Trout Pond in Noyack. This: is 
the first derailment ever on our system, and 
though there were 142 people on_ board, 


it was only a derailment of the first car, 


because the train slows to five miles an hour to 
make that sharp turn, so only 33 people 
were upset as that lead car tipped sideways 
a bit. Everyone was safely evacuated down 
the narrow path along the south side of 
the train, away from the third rail, exiting 
through a storeroom door to the outside and 
some waiting busses. 

The system was shut ’til 8 a.m. Late that night, 
a crane from the PSEG power company arrived 
and re-tracked the car that was derailed. It 
was Off the tracks only eight inches. It was 
not damaged. 

The cause of the derailment has been 
determined. Just behind the train, which had 
slowed in a shower of sparks for 250 feet before 
stopping, we found a flattened penny on the 
tracks, put there as a fully formed penny we 
suspect by one of the local kids just before the 
derailment. This was a very dangerous thing 
to do, jumping down onto the tracks, with 
the third rail and all, to put it there. We 
have contacted the local school and asked 
them to talk to the parents of their kids 
about this. 

As a precaution, to prevent future derailments, 


we have purchased a penny-squasher booth 
from the Little Apple Circus of Omaha, where you 
put in a penny and you watch through a window 
as the machine squashes it, which we found 
available online. offered up on eBay. Bidding it 
up to get it cost a pretty penny, as you might 
imagine. When it arrives, it will be placed for all 
kids to enjoy—for a penny—on the platform at 
the Sag Harbor Station, not far from the Trout 
Pond turn.

2014 CRIME STATISTICS RELEASED 

This week East End officials released their 
newly compiled crime statistics for 2014. 
According to police spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
the past year saw an unexpected rise in certain 
types of punishable offenses across the area, 
and asa result 2014 registered an increase in 
crime over the previous year. For example, in 
2014 there were 14 reported arrests for the 
offense of poaching wild game from the King’s 
Woods, and 10 local peasants were arrested 
for pilfering potatoes from the King’s Fields. 
This represents a shocking 65% increase in 
these crimes as compared to the previous 
year. All of those arrested in 2014 for these 
crimes were found guilty and condemned to 
transportation. In addition, 17 area children 
were found guilty of being “irredeemably 
disobedient” and “committed to obstinacy,” 
and were summarily removed from school 
and sent to the Wainscott workhouse to make 
bootblacking. In 2013, only nine children had to 
be punished in this way. (Authorities noted that, 
on the positive side, the workhouse has been 
producing bootblacking in record quantity for 
the last seven months—which would be great 
if only they could figure out what to do with 
bootblacking.) Authorities are more troubled 
by the large numbers of locals who were taken 
into custody in 2014 for the non-payment of 
bills. As spokesman Hirsch noted, not only does 
this pattern reflect an alarming lack of moral 
character among. East End inhabitants, but 
also the North Haven Debtors Prison is nearing 
capacity. However, debtors have recently been 
offered the option of resettlement in Australia 
in return for debt forgiveness—an option that 
authorities expect will appeal to some of the 
more enterprising among the debtors and 
alleviate the overcrowding. 


CONSTRUCTION PROJECT DEEP-SIXED? 

It was always a bone of contention among locals 
that the new Hot Dog Hut under construction in 
Bridgehampton was being built on the site of 
the historic Dirt Clod Grill—the famous old- 
time outpost of cowboys and horse thieves 
that, back in 1903, was the first plastic-framed 
structure on the South Fork. Now it seems the 
construction project might in the end be halted 
because of bones of a different kind. Recently 
discovered evidence suggests that Buck Huckie, 
the corpulent proprietor of the Dirt Clod. Grill 
who died in 1935 in a fight with a reluctant 
lobster, was in fact buried in the backyard of 
the Dirt Clod Grill. While the precise location of 
Huckie’s grave is unknown—it was paved over 
to make room for an open-air tanning salon—it 
is known that Huckie was buried in a massive 
walrus costume, in accordance with his wishes. 
Police are preparing to enforce a stop work 
order for the site. ga

Art on the East End 


From Chase to Pollock to Lichtenstein to Street Art to Everybody

he eastern end of Long Island has long been 
known as a place where great art is created. 
The reason is unclear. Maybe it’s the isolation 
of this place. Maybe it’s the northern light. 
Many painters say it’s the light. Its softness 
reminds them of the light in the countrysides 
of Greece or Spain, or in the South of France. 
Shining through the skylights of art studio 
windows here, they say it inspires them to do 
great art. William Merritt Chase in the late 19th 
century painted here in Southampton; Thomas 
Moran in the early 20th century painted in East 
Hampton; Willem de Kooning, Larry Rivers, 
Fairfield Porter and Jackson Pollock painted 
through the mid- and late 20th century here. 
Now, however, there is an amazing turn of 
events in the way art is displayed. 
Until now, art has belonged in galleries or 


studios when up for show, or on walls in~ 


museums, corporate headquarters and people’s 
homes when sold. But in the last few years, here 
in the Hamptons, in addition to art’s traditional 
settings, it’s found a new venue—tacked up 
on walls, on poles, on signs, throughout the 
streets. It’s usually illegal. It gets taken down 


after a while, either by the police or by a. 


member of the general public—whoever gets 


there first. If it’s the public, they keep it. And 
that’s what some artists want. 

You'll find it in the center of our downtowns 
and on our Main Streets and, in particular, on 
Route 27. This is not spray graffiti. It’s generally 
paint on canvas or poster, and sometimes it’s 
a form of pop art. Sometimes it covers signage 
or advertising boards which, when on public 
land, is not only illegal but, in addition, ugly. 
Usually it’s put up by the artist, or in one case 
in cooperation with a gallery owner showcasing 
that artist, in the hopes that the artist can find 
his place in the art world, or be “discovered” as 
the next de Kooning. 

Dan’s Papers reporters Oliver Peterson and 
Brendan O’Reilly have been able to track down 
some of these artists and interview them. 

One of those putting up paintings is the artist 
Tanster. Tanster is a 40-year-old local woman 
who lives in Water Mill and who prefers to 
remain pseudonymous. But you can find her 
work on Instagram (@gemeinschaftprojekt). 
What she told us is that she had for much of 
her adult life been a painter, but 10 years ago, 
when she ran out of wall space, garage space 
and storage space for her work in her home, 
she quit. She loves to paint. Now she is painting 
again because she has concluded that the 
whole world can be her (Cont'd on next page) 
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gallery, so long as she is discreet and careful. 

For example, she’s noticed those illegal 
signs out on the streets and in public places 
advertising businesses, sales, real estate, 
and, during election years, people running 
for office. They junk up the landscape, in 
her opinion. 

“| despair over the state of our culture on a 
pretty regular basis,” she says. 

Why not beautify these? She picks up 
some of them—she doesn’t want to offend 
anybody, so she'll pick up a sign when the 
event is over, for example—and she takes 
them home, paints over them or attaches work 
she’s done to them, and then puts them back 
on the streets. 

She gets to keep painting, and “the price of 
that is giving it away,” she says. 

Her paintings include rainbows, spray cans, 
flying horses and more. The first two paintings 
she sent out into the world this way she 
wrapped in clear plastic to protect them from 
the weather. She put them up on telephone 
poles in Water Mill, and they stayed up for 
two weeks before they were taken home by 
somebody. Today her work is as far away as 
Riverhead. Tanster admires composer Richard 


Wagner and the artist Banksy, but she won’t 


paint on a wall. She says she wouldn’t want 
someone else painting on her property. 
Another painter happy to display his work in 
public like this is Michael R. Zotos. He has done 
artworks of faces, octopuses, flowers, aliens 
and squiggly creatures that you might think 
live underground. His work has been posted

on telephone poles on County Road 39 where 
it becomes Route 27 in Southampton, on the 
Montauk Highway westbound in Sagaponack, 
in Water Mill and Bridgehampton. Some pieces 
were put up in front of Out of the Closet vintage 
store in Water Mill. One day, Zotos showed up 
at our offices in a white van and laid out some of 
his work in our parking lot for us to photograph 
before he put it up. 

Our reporters have determined that some 
paintings covering election signs are not the 
work of either Zotos or Tanster. But nobody 
knows who did them. 

The artist, who has remained anonymous, 
has taken political campaign signs off public 
roads and rights-of-way and painted them 
over with works of art, then put them back. 
In 2013 this artist painted over a campaign 
poster of Frank Zappone, who was running for 
Southampton Town Council that year and put it 
back. (Zappone lost.) 

In another case of private art in public, there 
is the matter of Jason Poremba, a Southampton 
architect and pop-up artist. In past years, 


Poremba has posted his art—free for the 


taking—along the wall at the Southampton Arts 
Center, by the train station and near stores. 


He called them “streetdrops.” But last summer 
he decided to create an art project that would 
make the general public the artists. 

~ He recalled that years ago, when at Disney 
World and other places, he’d come across a 
sign reading “Kodak Moment.” A nice picture 
might be taken at this spot, the sign said. He 
updated this concept. Creating half a dozen 
handsome signs that read “Selfie Spot,” he put 
them all around town in Southampton, urged 
people to take “selfies” on their cell phones at 
these spots and post them on Instagram. 

He put the signs up at 
Coopers Beach, Flying Point 
Beach, in front of The Golden Pear on Main 
Street in the center of town, at Little Plains 
Beach, North Sea Beach, and in front of a shop 
on Jobs Lane. The response was huge. Many 
people were hashtagging the “Selfie Spot” signs 
themselves. As a result and to encourage this, 
Poremba also went around to several surf 
shops and set on the their checkout counters 
little red thumbs-up tags that people could put 
by the signs. 

Many of the signs stayed up for a few 
days before local officials took them away, 
but Poremba has declared the project a huge 
success. He says that even though the Parrish 
Art Museum has moved to Water Mill, art is still 
alive and well in Southampton Village. 

Last August, a gallery at the Atlantic Terrace 
in Montauk held a two-week showing of the 
work of Poremba and other street artists. 

What’s next?

he planetary rover Curiosity has been 
& wandering around on Mars for more than 
two years now without encountering any 
Martians. It seems to have been reinforcing 
the long-held belief that there is no life on 
Mars, that it is a barren planet, perhaps made 
barren many centuries ago by great battles 
between opposing sides who soon destroyed 
each other, leaving nothing behind but those 
strange Martian canals. So sad. Better to look 
for life on Venus. It’s surrounded by clouds, so 
that makes it hard. But Venus is a better choice. 

Well, now we have discovered something on 
Mars. When they found it, it was “an ‘oh my 
gosh’ moment,” according to Christopher R. 
Webster, a scientist at the Jet Propulsion Lab in 
California, when interviewed by a reporter from 
The New York Times. 

The thing found was methane gas. Methane 
is the gas that gets emitted from the back 
of sheep every once in a while, or from the 
back end of men, or of dogs who are sitting 
next to women, as the joke goes. There is a 
buzzing noise. Then the smell of methane gas. 
Then it seems to dissipate.

The Creatures on Mars Underground Emit a Grand Hello to Earthlings 


Methane is a gas byproduct of the digestion 
of food. It tends to develop toward the end, 
both figuratively and literally, when what’s not 
digested breaks down and can’t get out. It’s a 
part of life. 

Which doesn’t necessarily mean it has to be 
coming out the back of Martians. Unless they 
are much like us. 

For the first year that Curiosity was roving 
around on Mars, just small traces of methane 
were found. These amounts matched up with 
the amount expected from incoming cosmic 
particles hitting the planet. But then, quite 
suddenly, there was dramatic smell of methane 
and the needles recording methane on the 
Curiosity went wild. They were recording levels 
10 times higher than the trace levels. And these 
levels remained for two months in late 2013 and 
early 2014. Then they went away. 

The scientists didn’t tell anybody when this 
was happening. They kept it to themselves 
because they wanted to check their data. 
Perhaps this was a case where the equipment 
was faulty. Perhaps there was some other 
unknown reason. Recently, however, the 
scientists published these results as actual in 
the latest issue of Science magazine. Something 


very large, probably underground because, we 
don’t see anything, was storing up vast amounts 
of methane from a digestive process and then, 
in January of the Year-of our Lord 2013, began 
to emit this record quantity of gas up and out 
through some crevice or another up into the 
atmosphere, where it hovered for two-and-a- 
half months. Then it was gone. 

For the record, methane does not just hover 
around and then vanish by rising up into the air 
and out into the atmosphere like helium does. 
Its existence results in a chemical reaction 
among itself and sunlight. and other things 
to result in a transformation to a different 
chemical compound that does not smell. Who 
knew? Well, you learn something new every 
day. The upshot, though, on Mars anyway, is 
that somewhere, something was creating it, 
then it was dissipating. 

Of course, there are naysayers, other 
scientists who point out that a sudden emission 
of methane can also be caused by a certain 
process called serpentization, which requires 
both heat and water. It’s also possible that 
this methane comes not from one enormous 
creature underground, but from billions and 
trillions of microbes living (Cont'd on next page) 
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together who suddenly decide to _ emit 
this methane. Or maybe this sudden 
burst was emitted by accident—perhaps 
when some container of methane rusts 
through underground. 

But then, Curiosity, after more than a year of 
digging, has in addition to this methane just 
stumbled upon a stash of carbon-based organic 
molecules in a core sample of one of its recently 
found rocks on Mars’s surface. Carbon-based 
organic molecules do not necessarily mean 
there is life on Mars, past or present. But it does 
mean that there are the necessary chemicals on 
the planet to create life. 

One final thought. Here on earth, the creation 
of methane in our bodies is something that we 
do not control. It just happens. Or we feel it is 
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We humans are powerful enough to 
throw enough carbon into the 
atmosphere to alter life on earth as 
we know it by the end of the century. 


about to happen, hold it back for awhile and it 
comes out later. What we do control involves 
another orifice in our bodies, in the front. It 
is here we take stuff in to digest. We, and the 
other animals, also communicate through this 
orifice, with barks, baaaahs, roars or, with us 
humans, sophisticated language. 

Could it be possible that on Mars 
communication comes from the back end, using 
blasts of methane? There’s something up there 
on the surface poking around. Let’s give it a big 
hello. Welcome to Mars. 

Gasp. 


THE HYPERLOOP 

Elon Musk, the creator of the Tesla car, 
the SpaceX rocket and other such scientific 
improvements, has developed the Hyperloop, a 
way to transport people long distances, sitting 
inside capsules inside vacuum tubes, in short 
amounts of time. There is almost no friction. 
The capsules can travel at speeds close to 800 
miles an hour. So, for instance, a trip in one of 
his tubes from New York City to Southampton 
would take about 7 minutes. 

Last year, Musk presented his plan to a 
California transportation board considering 
the creation of a high-speed rail connection 
between San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
Those trains would go 180 miles an hour 
and take two hours. The cost to build the 
rail connection would be $68 billion. Musk’s 
tubes would cost $6 billion, he said, would 
take 20 minutes a trip and cost a traveler 
about $20 to $30. 

Musk asked heads of Silicon Valley 
corporations to help by volunteering to check 


his work for accuracy. Last week this group said 
yes, it is correct, though to build it might be 
$7 billion to $16 billion—still far less than the 
rail plan. 

California is taking it under advisement. 


AN IBUPROFEN A DAY KEEPS THE DOCTOR 
AWAY 

A research team at the Buck Institute for 
Research on Aging in Novato, California has 
produced a paper saying that daily doses 
of ibuprofen (such as Advil) not only keep 
aches and pains away but also extend life 
spans by 15%. They fed the stuff to flies, worms, 
yeast and bacteria. All lived. 15% longer. For 
humans this could beanextra 12years. Giveitatry? 


MAGIC LEAP 

A new process developed by Floridian Rony 
Abovitz of the firm Magic Leap combines mobile 
computing and real-life visuals to create three- 
dimensional images that look absolutely real. 
He plans to shortly create a wearable product 
so consumers can enjoy the experience on 
demand. He’s published a video of Magic Leap 
where you can see a tiny 3D elephant performing 
in the palm of your hand. 

Exactly how it is done has not yet been 
made public, but investors such as Google, 
Qualcomm, Legendary Entertainment, KPCB 
and others have already raised more than half 
a billion dollars so that Abovitz can develop 
his product.

Protests Bring Change—It's Time the Police Looked at the Blue Wall

D emonstrations have continued around the 
country for weeks concerning the deaths 
of two black men at the hands of police officers 
and the failure of either of the officers involved 
to be indicted. It is fair to ask, at this point, what 
is it that those demonstrating want? That the 
police be friendlier to the general public? That 
police stop profiling African-American men? 
That they stop getting violent with people over 
petty crime? The vast majority of our police 
officers do their jobs remarkably well under 
difficult circumstances. But I think there is a 
larger point. 

Something needs to be done about the Blue 
Wall of Silence. Wikipedia defines this as 
“the unwritten rule that exists among police 
officers not to report on a colleague’s errors, 
misconducts or crimes....If questioned about 
an incident of misconduct involving another 
officer, the officer being questioned would claim 
ignorance of another officer’s wrongdoing.” 

Look again, this time closely, at the case 
of Eric Garner, a large African-American man 
weighing about 350 pounds, who was wrestled 
to the ground on Staten Island and died. 
Afterward, the police said that officer Daniel 
Pantaleo applied what they said was a legal 


“grappling hold” and not an illegal “choke 
hold” that could kill. But many who viewed 
the videos made by private citizens at the 
scene saw it as a classic choke hold. Whether 
it was unintentional or not was not the point. 
And then the later failure to indict—which 
seems to have been engineered largely by a 
prosecution well known and friendly to the 
police department—prevented the issue from 
even being considered for further judgment, 
appearing to confirm the rules of the Blue Wall. 
That is what these protests are all about. Yes, 
it is about black versus white. Yes, it is about 
reactions to petty crime. But the larger issue is 
the police failing to acknowledge a wrongdoing. 

Here’s another case with some similarities 
to the Garner case. And it happened in 
Southampton. 

On February 4, 2004, a 35-year-old man 
named David Glowczenski, who suffered from 
schizophrenia, became agitated at his home 
on Layton Avenue where he lived with his 
mother. As she had done on other occasions, 
it was reported, she called the police for help. 
While waiting, Glowczenski took out a Bible, 
his sister said, told his mother he would be 
going to church to pray, went out of the house 
and walked down Layton Avenue to North 
Main Street where, in front of the Our Lady of 


the Hamptons School, by the railroad station, 
several police cars arrived one at a time and four 
police officers got out, found him screaming, 
yelling and behaving wildly. They attempted to 
calm him down. He failed to calm down. Officers 
then attempted to subdue him, during which 
time a female police officer fell to the ground. 
Eventually, the complaint stated, after being 
shocked with a Taser and pepper sprayed, he 
was subdued, on his stomach with his hands 
cuffed behind his back, zip ties on his ankles, 
lying on the ground. At this point, paramedics 
were called, and when they arrived they found 
Glowczenski in cardiac arrest, not breathing. 
He was transported to Southampton Hospital, 
where he-was pronounced dead at 11:20 a.m. 
What happened? The Suffolk County 
Police Department—they are empowered to 
investigate other police forces—conducted an 
investigation of this incident and found that 
appropriate force had been used to subdue 
a man who was thrashing out of control. An 
autopsy, prepared by the Suffolk County Deputy 
Medical Examiner James Wilson, M.D., said that 
Glowczenski did receive blunt force injuries, 
but that death was caused by “acute exhaustive 
mania due to schizophrenia.” Wilson’s boss, 
Suffolk County Chief Medical Officer Dr. Charles 
Wetli, soon thereafter told (Cont'd on next page) 
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the press—this had become a sensation at the 
time—that the cause of death was “excited 
delirium.” When it was questioned, he said he 
had used it in other cases his office examined 
for police departments, and said he had first 
heard the phrase used by a psychiatrist. He 
said he intended to continue to write and 
lecture about it. 

Seven months later, on September 20, 2004, 
the family of David Glowczenski filed a civil 
lawsuit against the Village of Southampton, 
its police department, Suffolk County, various 
police officers, EMTs, medical examiners and 
others—which also included Taser International 
of Scottsdale, Arizona—claiming unnecessary 
excessive force killed their son. 

Their lawsuit contained photographs of 
Glowczenski’s injuries from being beaten 
around the face, and it also contained the 
results of a second autopsy they had requested, 
this one performed by Lone Thanning, M.D., the 
Rockland County Medical Examiner. Her report 
noted that there was “extensive evidence of 
excess application of force,” and that the cause 
of death was due to a combination of the blunt 
force injuries, injuries to his ribs, face and 
testicles, repeated exposure to pepper spray, 
a total of as many as nine Taser shots (Tasers 
can leave stun marks), being handcuffed, 
then having his ankles shackled while a large 
man (Officer Schucht, 270 pounds) kneeled 
on his back. 

It took nine years for this lawsuit to go to 
a judge’s decision. This is an extraordinary 
amount of time for such a thing to get to a

courtroom, a tribute to legal delaying tactics. 
On March 5, 2013, Judge William D. Wall, of the 
U.S. District Court of the Eastern District, after 
disallowing the testimony of a supposed Taser 
injury expert hired by the Glowczenski family, 
dismissed the civil lawsuit, stating in sum that 
“there is no expert evidence that anything that 
(officer) Platt did or did not do caused Mr. 
Glowczenski’s death.” 

There were no smartphones in general 
use to make videos of such takedowns 
in 2004. 

I do not intend to suggest here that this 
decision was in any way inaccurate or that the 
police in this instance did anything wrong. But 
I do think the difference between the initial 
report of this incident and the later report 
presented by the Glowczenski family is glaring. 

The police have an extremely difficult job 
to do. Every year, nationwide, some of them 
get killed trying to do it. Nevertheless, I think 
that in our society, as in any society, there 
are people who like to assault others, and the 
way things are now, a good place for them to 
enjoy such behavior is in a police department 
where the Blue Wall of “don’t ask and don’t” tell 
currently reigns. 


There needs to be a way to have a credible, 
independent group to see to the protection 
of the general public when it comes to cases 
where police use inappropriate force to citizens 
who resist arrest. Even in professional prize 
fighting, where people are paid to beat one 
another up, there is an independent referee 
who steps in to stop things if they get out of 
hand, not a referee who is closely allied with 
one of the participants. 

There may be other reasons to have a Blue 
Wall, but I think that surveillance cameras and 
smartphone videos that can show inappropriate 
physical behavior also can provide a baseline 
that can reveal future inappropriate follow up. 

Putting video cameras on police officers 
will go further in shining a light on what the 
police do—and the police themselves will be 
more careful—but if it continues to be known 
that there will be no serious consequences 
for inappropriate behavior by police officers, 
inside the precinct or out, it will lead nowhere. 
Only more protests and bad feelings by the 
public will ensue. 

I am not familiar enough with the workings of 
the police and justice departments to suggest 
how this change could come about, but making 
it would be a successful outcome and lead 
to a triumphant end to the protesting, in the 
same way that Civil Rights legislation ended 


protesting for it in the 1970s. This situation | 


should be, in my opinion, something that 
our political leaders discuss and ultimately 
legislate on.

How do you divide your time between 
Cornwall, England and East Hampton? 

It’s close to 50-50 between Cornwall and New 
York Manhattan/East Hampton. I’m in Cornwall 
today, returning to the States on the 20th of 
January for a couple of months or so. I first 
came because | had friends here; now I have a 
load more of them. 


What parts of the natural landscape in East 
Hampton do you find most inspiring? 

Probably the dunes with their twisted, wind- 
thrown trees—especially at dusk, with the 
rippling wave-like shadows in the sand. See

_ Having studied German and Philosophy, do 
you see a connection between your university 


studies and your painting and writing today? 

Perhaps in the sense that I tend to look 
below the surface of things, even though I 
love the textures and light—the interface—of 
the natural world. My sheep drawings are not 
only character studies but also explorations 
of pattern and texture. I’ve been told I tend 
to think too much as well.... To a philosophy 
student, art and poetry seem to constitute a 
relatively practical career move. 


Did you study art as well? 

No formal study, unless you count the bit they 
teach at grammar school. However, my father 
was a sign writer, and I grew up surrounded 
by the smell of paint & turpentine. I have early 
memories of climbing ladders and scaffolding 
to help him work on rooftop signs or the 
paneled sides of heavy-goods vehicles. Health

you also involved with similar groups here? 

Again nothing formal, but I have been known 
to get down and dirty repairing fences and 
bulkheads—conservation at the sharp and 
muddy end. 


Is your writing mostly poetry and are your 
inspirations for painting and poetry similar? 


Mostly poetry at present. The two co-exist 
symbiotically—in some cases a painting sparks 
a poem or vice versa, but they go their separate 
ways like dividing cells: they might, for example, 
share a title but not appear to have anything in 
common. In its own way, poetry has form, color 
and texture too. And, as with figurative art, you 
need to know the rules in order to break them.

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Now Isn’t That a Tale Worth the Hearing?

My New Year’s resolution is 
to keep alive the tradition of 
telling and retelling family 
stories. Over the years 
I’ve noticed that retelling 
stories is common in Irish 
families and Italian families. 
The teller is allowed a 
2% embellishment with 
each telling, and nobody 
interrupts the storyteller. My husband’s family 
wasn’t like that, and they would cut me off 
whenever | repeated a story. Those Dutch fools 
never realized that tales keep loved ones alive. 

My grandfather, Ervin Flynn, told many 
stories of his father’s time volunteering for the 
Fire Island Life Saving Service. William Flynn 
and others would build signal fires along the 
beach on moonless nights so ships wouldn’t 
run aground. But when it happened, they would 
row out, 12 men in a dory (a dory has a bow 
on each end so they can row forwards or 
backwards without being turned around) that 
could hold 20, to rescue the crew. 

On one terrible night during an ice storm, 
they rowed out to save a crew of about 30 men. 
The ship had run aground and the crew had tied 
themselves to the rigging, waiting for rescue. 
They had been out there for hours before they 
were even spotted. The rescuers carried small 
axes to free men from clothing that had frozen 
to the ship, or ropes that entangled them.

The Bankester Family Band Plays Shelter Island

hen Phil and Dorene Bankester met at a 

summer camp.in Minnesota, they never could 
have envisioned the life that lay ahead of them. Both 
of them played guitar and sang, and they fell in love 
with music as the backdrop. At the time, perhaps 
that’s as far as they got in terms of planning how 
music would play into their lives. But it turned out to 
mean a lot more. 

Now based in southern Illinois, the Bankesters 
have three daughters: Emily, Alysha and Melissa. 
They started them on music lessons young, and 
the girls also enjoyed dance. Phil and Dorene’s own 
passion for music was certainly present in the home. 

“I can’t remember a time where music wasn’t 
a huge part of our lives,” says Melissa Bankester 
Triplett (now married), who plays the bass in the 
band. “Even when we were babies, there was always 
music playing. Mom and Dad would play guitar and 
sing, often harmonizing with one another, and they 
started us in preschool music lessons at age 3. We 
learned to sing harmony when we were very young, 
simply because it’s what we heard all the time.”But 
it wasn’t until the girls started listening to bluegrass 
that the seeds for a family band were planted. 

“About 12 years ago, they all heard bluegrass 
for the first time, through a variety of artists such 
as Nickel Creek, Dolly Parton and Alison Krauss,” 
recalls Phil Bankester. “They decided to learn a 
couple of songs for our annual church fall festival, 
and things just grew very organically from there” 


Things grew a lot from that church festival. Their 
latest release, Love Has Wheels (Compass Records), 
won the 13th annual Independent Music Award for 
Best Bluegrass Album, in June 2014. Emily Bankester, 
who plays the fiddle and clawhammer banjo as well 
as singing tight harmonies with her sisters, received 
the first International Bluegrass Music Association 
(IBMA) Momentum Award for Vocalist of the Year. 
They have produced two albums. 

Still, the family just really enjoys being together. 
“We never really imagined a family band,” says 
Phil Bankester. “But it is a real thrill to watch our 
daughters play and sing. They are each very different 
individuals but when they make music together, it’s 
like magic for me.” 

They've also brought a son-in-law, Melissa’s 
husband, into the fold. Kyle Triplett plays the banjo 
and sings. He also enjoys writing songs. Many of the 
songs the Bankesters play are covers of traditional 
tunes, but they do play some originals as well. 

“So far we’ve written a couple of our own songs, 
and are hoping to do a lot more writing in the future,” 
says Melissa Bankester Triplett. “Kyle and I work well 
together. We both contribute to all aspects of a song, 
but he’s particularly good at creating music that fits 
lyrics, and I tend to be more lyrically oriented.” 

Phil Bankester feels the character of his family, 
and their way of communicating, comes out through 
their music. “The songs we’ve chosen to record and 
perform are all songs that speak to us and about us,” 
he says. “We’re a pretty positive, upbeat family and 
we try to communicate that when we perform.”

Island fiction writer Michael 
Philip Cash notes his interest 
in horror and the paranormal.

Little do Brad and Julie Evans 
realize that Hemmings House,

goes back and forth between contemporary times 
and 1862, and though the author says that creating

this fictional tale was fun, he 
notes at the end that one of 
the story’s strands—slaves 
smuggled to Canada by way of 
an Underground Railroad safe 
house off the Jericho Turnpike— 
is factual. It’s unfortunate that 
this subject was not brought 
front and center, especially as 
Cash’s narrative shows that his 
Northern. family in 1862 was 
split between helping slaves 
escape and selling out to bounty 
hunters. Instead, the author has 
his characters from the past 
interact with Brad and Julie by 
way of a haunting set in motion 
by a flirtatious belle from the 
past who has the hots for Brad 
and would destroy Julie in 
order to possess him. Though 
contemporary fans of vampire 
romance may well be engaged, 
the story too frequently falls 
victim to irrelevant detail and 
cliché: “She watched the fabric 
of Brad’s shirt tighten against 
the muscles of his taut shoulders. He brushed back 
his bothersome hair that fell against his damp 
face, the weak sunlight glinting off the sweat of his 
burnished forearms.” Haunted houses occasioned by 
“haunted hearts seeking love?” Nice idea, but given 
the amount of pornography and violence on cable, 
The Flip is not likely to prove competitive.

What a different kind of haunting informs the 
timely and intriguing murder mystery, River of Glass, 
by award-winning thriller writer Jaden Terrell (The 
Permanent Press). The third in her Jared McKean 
murder mystery series, River of Glass is an exciting 
tale that will likely attract admirers of New York 
Times columnist Nicholas Kristof who often writes 
about sex trafficking and the abuse of young Asian 
women. Though the problem is international, Terrell, 
whose creds include being Executive Director for 
Killer Nashville, one of the country’s leading mystery 
groups, focuses her passionate, hard-boiled, not- 
without-humor nail-biting adventure in Tennessee, 


where young Asian women 
tricked into  big-business 
forced prostitution are 
subject to sadistic overlords 
who delight in slow-death 
torture. 

Nicely complicating her 
narrative with unusual but 
believable characters, Terrell 
gives P.I. McKean a Vietnamese 
half-sister, Khanh, who turns 
up on his doorstep one day 
and appeals to his sense of 
responsibility. It seems that 
McKean’s father, long dead, 
had a second family in Vietnam, 
where he served two tours of 
duty, and though his heart 
was in the right place, he 
was unable to get them out. 
His daughter, McKean’s half 
sister, who suffered childhood 
disfigurement from protecting 
her younger sister from an 
exploding mine, is a remarkably 
courageous and_ persistent 
woman. She has come to the 
states to find her daughter, Tuyet, a young, wild and 
naive beauty, who ran off with a man who had placed 
an ad for young women seeking to pursue a career 
in America. Significantly, the book opens with an 
italicized passage describing the horror of Tuyet’s 
imprisonment at the hands of the sex-trafficking 
ringleaders. 

The brother-sister detective team of McKean and 
Khanh may seem odd, but it works. Khanh, sardonic, 
savvy, tenacious, speaking abbreviated English, will 
not let McKean off the hook, or out of her sight, 
and he, reluctant to have her along, grudgingly but 
admiringly accepts her assistance and comes to 
appreciate the urgent necessity of the cause. Their 
quest leads them to tattooed sickos and high-tech 
pimp operatives who run a powerful sexploitation 
business in this country and abroad. Along the way, 
Terrell gives McKean a heartwarming, believable 
backstory and secondary characters who play 
distinct roles that advance the narrative in this fast- 


paced tale. g

THE AWAKENING

is a fictional town. The name 
“Amityville” doesn’t SOUND 
like the name of a real town, 
after all.

And yet, 
there Amityville is, squeezed into the overbuilt sprawl 
of western Suffolk County, its residents probably 
sometimes wishing they could change their town’s 
name to avoid identifying their hometown with the 
series of horror films that have regularly appeared 
since 1979’s Amityville Horror. Alternatively, these 
residents probably hope that horror

Comparisons have been made between the film 
Lincoln and Selma, the new film about Martin Luther 
King, Jr. and the civil rights movement. Both films 
employ the strategy of focusing on a short but crucial 
period in U.S. history and those periods’ most critical 
heroes, conveying through the recounting of these 
successes not only events that changed the country 
but the massive talents and brave efforts of the 
people involved. Selma , named for Selma, Alabama, 
takes place in 1965 when the civil rights movement is 
at a crossroads—civil-rights laws are finally working 
their way through Congress, thanks to the legislative 
genius of Lyndon Johnson, but the South remains 
mired in racial violence. Oppression continues in 
the form of a culture of fear and threats.

The 1770 House

est known for helming the kitchen at Della 
Femina until its closing in 2011, Chef Michael 
Rozzi is a third-generation East Ender now heading 
up the kitchen for at The 1770 House Restaurant & 
Inn in East Hampton. We spoke to this famed chef to 
find out more about his locally focused cooking style. 


You grew up on the East End. What made you stay? 

I love the East End—the nature, the fishing, the 
beaches, the geography... I’m not a city boy; I love 
the great outdoors. 


You’re well known for working with local bounty. 
Can you highlight some favorites? 

I like taking advantage of the true seasons of the 
East End. Our maritime climate is a little later than 
the calendar says. When people are doing beans 
and mushrooms in March, we’re doing it in June. 
With each season, there are different favorites. | 
shift gears for the weather and what people want to 
eat. Personal favorites are corn, tomatoes and late- 
season squash. All winter I use what the farmers are 
holding in their root cellars: apples, beets, potatoes 
with hardier greens. When spring comes, it’s leeks 
and onions. Of course, all year-round we have terrific 
seafood. Cooking seafood is one of my favorites. 


Any favorite East End wines? 
I’m a lover of all the work the wine makers have 
done on the East End; particularly Wélffer on the 


Homegrown Talent 


South Fork and Raphael on the 
North Fork. Just like my cooking, 
they are understated. I like the 
unpretentious country approach 
that those of us who were raised 
here continue to pursue.

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Winter Root Vegetables, Two Delicious Ways 


BY SILVIA LEHRER 


Carrots, parsnips and sweet 
potatoes can be purchased 
year-round. Parsnips 
accumulate more _— starch 
than carrots, and the starch 
is converted to sugars when 
exposed to cold temperatures, 
making this root vegetable 
quite sweet. Be sure to remove 
greens from carrots; parsnips 
should be firm and not flabby 
and, along with rutabagas, can 
keep up to two weeks when stored in a plastic bag 
in a refrigerator drawer. Whether we call sweet 
potatoes, “sweet potatoes” or “yams,” they are a 
delectable sweet-fleshed tuber. Sweet potatoes don’t 
love the cold, so keep them in a basket in a cool part 
of the kitchen and plan to use them within a week 
of purchase. (I keep my potatoes in a small, usually 
dark, hallway off the kitchen.) 

Rutabaga and turnip can be used interchangeably. 
Rutabaga is a cross between the turnip and cabbage 
species; and, as it is sweeter and starchier than 
turnip, I prefer to use it in the purée below. 


WINTER ROOT VEGETABLE ROAST 

This colorful vegetable roast can be prepared 
ahead then baked for a tasty mid-winter side dish. 

Serves 4 to 6 — 


2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

1 to 2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 

1 1/4 pounds sweet potatoes, peeled 
1/2 to 2/3 pound parsnips, peeled 

1 bunch carrots (about 5), peeled 


A root vegetable roast to warm you up 


2 to 3 teaspoons fresh thyme leaves 
1 to 2 bay leaves 
kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 


Pour oil into an oven to table 2-quart baking dish 
and tilt the dish to distribute the oil. Toss the garlic 
into the oil. Trim vegetables and cut on the diagonal 
into 1 1/2-inch chunks. Place the vegetables over 
the garlic in baking dish and add salt and pepper to 
taste. Add the thyme and bay leaves and toss the

ingredients to mix. Can be prepared several hours 
ahead to this point, then baked when ready to serve. 


Preheat oven to 400°. 


Bake vegetable roast for 45 to 50 minutes until 
vegetables are tender. Check for doneness and serve. 


RUTABAGA PUREE 
Rutabagas are larger than turnips and are 
distinguished by an ochre-colored, swollen neck. 


1 1/2 pounds rutabaga, trimmed 

kosher salt 

4 tablespoons unsalted butter, sliced 

1 tablespoon turbinado sugar (raw sugar) 
2 teaspoons fresh thyme leaves 

2 tablespoons cream 

freshly ground black pepper 


Peel rutabaga and cut into 1/2-inch slices. Place in 
a pot of cold water to cover and bring to a boil over 
high heat. Add salt to taste, adjust heat to medium 
and cook at a brisk simmer with lid ajar, until tender, 
about 16 to 18 minutes. Test for doneness with the 
tip of a paring knife and drain. 


Place the vegetable in work bowl of food processor 
fitted with steel knife and process to a coarse purée. 
Add butter, sugar, thyme, cream, salt and freshly 
ground pepper to taste. Process mixture to a fine 
purée, pushing down sides with a rubber spatula as 
necessary. Taste to adjust seasoning. The purée can 
be prepared ahead to this point and refrigerated ina 
suitable container. To reheat, keep warm in a water 
bath, stirring occasionally, until ready to serve or 
microwave on high for 11/2 to 2 minutes.

Tennis in Your Hamptons Home, 


BY BRENDAN J. O’REILLY 


or most buyers of luxury estates in the 
Hamptons, tennis is a must-have. But tennis 


courts take up scarce yard space. 


In order to provide a highly desirable tennis 
court—without having to sacrifice yard or the size 
of the residence—architect Phil Rossillo decided 
to locate a tennis court on the roof of a sizable new 
house he was designing in Water Mill. 

The house is currently under construction at 100 
Crescent Avenue, a previously vacant lot. 

“Part of what we wanted to do there was create 
the experience—the Hamptons experience—in the 
house,” Rossillo said. 

And it wouldn’t be the Hamptons experience 
without a stellar tennis court. 

“The site is on the water, but there is a considerable 
wetland buffer,” Rossillo explains. The tennis court 
would not fit well on the available footprint, and 
it would not be positioned and oriented properly, 
north-south. 

Many Hamptons houses have partially flat roofs to 

avoid going over the maximum permitted height, he 
points out. So why not put a sports surface there? 
_ The court is sunk into the attic space, and it is 
screened to hide it from view and to provide shade. 
It still has elevated and unobstructed views for those 
on the court. 

“Sun, light and air is a really big part of being 
out there,” Rossillo observes. He doesn’t think 
homeowners should just alternate between the air 


conditioning and the pool in the 
summer, and so his designs allow for 
more options. “Get out and do things 
and be part of the environment.” 

Underneath the tennis court is a 
poured concrete slab. A complex 
structure, including steel columns 
that start at the foundation, supports 
the weight while also minimizing 
vibration as players run around. 

“It can be a basketball court, it can 
be a tennis court—it can be anything 
you want,” Rossillo says. He wanted 
it to be a multifunctional space, and 
included a pergola to sit under. 

The court is easy to access, 
thanks to an elevator that pops up at 
roof level. 

“It’s a very elaborate structure, a 
very costly structure,” the architect :

says. But, he adds, he wasn’t looking A 3-D model of 100 Crescent Avenue in Water Mill. 


at the dollars and cents. Rather, the 
prestige and presence are what mattered. 

Because he did not have to shrink the house to 
accommodate the tennis court, Rossillo was able to 
include in the design a number of amenities that are 
expected in high-end Hamptons real estate, such as 
a game room, theater and gym. The property also 
includes an infinity pool attached to a spa. 

The court’s surface has layered rubber, produced 
by the same manufacturer the U.S. Open uses. 

The builder is John DeVito and the listing agent is 


Linda Haugevik, of Douglas Elliman Real Estate. 

“ve never met a builder who is so meticulous 
about every nail that he puts in a house,” Haugevik 
says of DeVito. “It’s really wonderful to see.” 

She adds that both the builder and architect are 
young and enthusiastic, and she’s impressed by how 
hard they work. : 

The lot size is 2.1 acres and the 13,000-square-foot 
residence has seven bedrooms and eight and a half 
baths. The listing price is $21,900,000.
